The national currency question formed the 
subject of discussion by several speakers last 
night at the annual banquet of the Iilinois 
Manufacturers’ association given at the Con- 
gress hotel. The banquet was the windup of 
a day of conferences held in Studebaker hall 
and was attended by 500 representative mer- 
chants, bankers, and manufacturers. 

Charles N. Fowler, chairman of the com- 
mittee on banking and currency of the na- 


tional house ef representatives, was chose 


to give a full presentation of the money sub- 
ject. Mr. Fowler said it was the greatest 
problem before the American people at pres- 
ent, and that if ¢ongress did not pass a safe 
currency law soon, one which would allow 
an automatic expansion of e according 
to the business needs of the country, a com- 
mercial fragedy would be the result com- 
pared to Which the present situation would 
be a su cloud. He took occasion to 
criticise the administration for its attitude 
om the money question. 

There will be no panic next fall.“ he said, 
“for every one is on the watch and there 
will not be so much to watch next fall.“ 


Needs of the Hour. 

The needs of the hour were characterized 
by Mr. Fowler as follows: — 

“We want less sensation and more 
We want less dynamite and destruction 
more cement and construction. : 

** We demand that the reserves in our banks 
shall be in gold coin and shall be ample to 
prove their credits and to protect. their mil- 
lions of depositors. 

„ We demand that the depositors shall have 
the option of taking their credit‘in the form 
of a book credit subject to check, or in the 
form of a current credit in bank notes. 

„We assert that the masses who use cur- 
rency instead of checks are entitled to have 
just as economical and cheap credits as the 
rich and powerful, who keep bank accounts. 

“We demand that the currency of the 
country shall be related to and be based upon 
the products of our labor, the consumable 
commodities the country, the things we 
eat,’ wear, and use, and that our currency 


shall be measured in gold by currently re-

Un. All the recipients were present. 

Im addition to the prizes, which this year 
amount each to $88,000, each recipient will 
be glven a diploma and a gold medal.

How Nation Loses $4,500,000 a Year. 

At 2 per cent the money belonging to the 
government now in the hands of national 
banks in the United States would produce 
an annual interest for the United States of 


$4,500,000. At that rate of interest the gov- 
ernment deposits would probably always’ 


stay just where they are until they were ac- 
‘tually called in by the treasury. 

The banks are required to give security 
for these deposits, but, even so, moat people 


would be glad to borrow money at 2 per cent 


and put up approved savings bank security 
as guaranty. 

If the interest rates were raised to 8 or 
4 or even 5 per cent, an . different sit- 
uation would be creat and this ie exactly 
what some people in congress are driving at. 

This enormous syrplus fund, unfortunately 
for the financial world, when it is once put 
out by the treasury cannot readily be drawn 
back without producing a stringency, real 
or apparent. 

The process of depositing in national banks 
has gone on year after year; and every time 
any secretary has attempted to reduce these 
deposits he has been met by the.unanimous 
declaration on the part of the great bankers 
that such action would precipitate a panic. 


Would Put Merchant in Asylum. 


The treasury has poured its surplus into 
the banks untfl it has no more money to 
give. With overflowing coffers of his own, 
Uncle Sam has found himself in the ex- 
traordinary position of being obliged to sell 
bonds to get money—not to pay his own ex- 
penses, but to put into the banks. 

Receiving no interest whatever on his own 
deposits, the benevolent old gentleman finds 
himself obliged to pay interest on his bonds 
to the people who hold his own money. 

Practically all the last issue of Panama 
bonds went to banke which agreed to take 
out new circulation, and 90 per cent of the 
purchase price of those bonds was left in 
the banks without interest. Thie process, if 
resorted to by a business man, would prob- 
ably result in his being sent to an asylum to 
protect his property for his next of kin. 

A serious is to be made in don- 
gress to make government deposits in ne- 
tional banks the first step toward the crea- | 
tion of an elastic circulating medium. 

Thies can be done only by requiring that the 
banks shall pay interest on these deposits,

Committe ‘Sales by Weight’ 
Wound Mean Advance. 


dreds of Complaints Have 
en Hevetved. 


A sixteen canes load means. 6 cent bread— 
go the bakers of the city told the city council 
judiciary committee yesterday. afternoon. 
They were not unanimous, but, with\the ex- 
ception of one baking concern, they protest- 
ed that sixteen ounces — “6 cents or 
bust.“ 

Tue aldermen, who were considering the 
ordinance. to. regulate the sige and quality 
of loaves, hesitated to make en a 
party to an increase in the. price of bread, 
and after three hours’. contemplation of the 
mysteries of baking they laid the measure 
over for another week. 

Meanwhile they will endeavor to discover 
how many baking concerns now sel full 
“ sixteen. ounces to the pound” loaves of 
bread. At present they know of only one, 
and the other bakers made insinuations about 
the quality of those loaves, 


Finds Short Weight Loaves. 

City Sealer John Kjellander reported the 
results of an investigation of hort weight” 
loaves, showing the quantity sold for 5 cents 
varies from less than twelve ounces to a 
little over sixteen. 

One firm even has the audacity to put a 
| sixteen ounce label on a twelve ounce loaf,” 
he said, and we cannot prosecute, because 
Judge Windes held the old ordinance uncon- 
stitutional as impairing contract richts.“ 

We don't want to deceive the pecple,“ 
said M. Schmidinger, president of the Master 
Bekers’ association, in defense of the twelve 
and fourteen ounce loaf, “and we don’t. We 
don’t sell a pound of bread. We sell p cents 
worth of bread, and we give as quality 
as Wwe can and as much of it as we can for 
5 cents. People don't buy bread by weicht. 
They buy it by 5 cents’ worth, Wholesale 
bakers. can deliver : bread to retailers at 
cents. a.loaf as it js, and it a sixteen cunce 
standard is fixed by law, up gges the price to 
6 cents, and the people won't stand for it.“ 


Says Hundreds Complain. 

“J.have had hundreds of complaints of 
the short weight loaves,’’ Mr. Kjellander re- 
plied. 

How do you know they weren’t sent by 
the one concern that makes a sixteen ounce 
loaf?’ asked Mr. Schmidinger. The city 
sealer took thie as an insinuation that his 
office and this concern had been working 
together to secure a standard of Steen 
ounces. 

That's untrue and unfair,“ he replied, 
“absolutely untrue. I am not in office as 
the representative of any concern, and no 
one ever shall have the opportunity to make 
such. charges against me.“ 

“TI didn’t make any charges,“ said Mr. 
Schmidinger.. I asked how you knew you 
weren't being worked. I've been in politics 
myself. You never know whether you're the 
fellow that's working the other fellow or 
whether the other fellow’s working you,”

“The American people are fair minded,” 
Mr. Funk said. and believe absolutely in 
‘President Roosevelt’s ‘square deal, and 
would be quick to resent any. charge of un- 
fairness in passing judgment on information 
supplied by. only one side. 


Menace in Defiance of Law. 

Serious charges ‘have been made and re- 
peated with ‘increasing vehemence. ‘That 
there are and have been gross abuses in 
corporate affairs there can be no question, 
and there can be no.greater menace to our 
country than a greedy, defiant thing created 
by law, brutally indifferent to the. welfare 
of the ‘public, which cannot be hanged or 
jatied, and with nobody to be kicked and no 
soul to be damned. 

It fears neither God, man, or the devil, 
but it is unfair for the people to assume that 
all great corporations arg bad. No honest, 
right minded corporation man can object 
to corporate regulation, and the regulation 
can only be made effective under the power

Patchwork’ Laws No Solution.

If apples or potatoes or 
eggs cost more than one wishes to pay, 
there are always cheap substitutes. But 
babies must have milk. There is no bub- 
stitute for milk. The man responsible 
for fixing the price of milk eo high that 
the children of the poor must stiffer 
should be made to feel some of the tor- 
ments of parents who see their children 
starve. . : 

The richest grazing country in the 
United States ie within easy teach of Chi- 
cago, Some of the New York milk sup- 
ply comes ‘hundreds of miles, but within 
fifty miles of Chicago is milk enough for 
the whole city. The farmers receive a 
low price for it. The cost of handling it 
by modern centralized methods is com- 
paratively little, but the price is greater 
than ever.

that many persons risk coins in the mail, 
while others inclose postage stamps. 
Large business houses receive stamps in 
such quantities that they are obliged to 
dispose of them at a discount, But money 
orders have the disadvantage that they 
are not issued by all postoffices or re- 
deemed by all postoffices. They must 
bear the signature of the receiver and 
can be indorsed only once. A person tak- 
ing one to the postoffice to be cashed must 
know the name and address of the sender. 
In other worde, there is too much red 
tape about money orders. A postal note 
payable to bearer at any postoffice in the 
United States, issued without fee in sums 
up te 10 cents, at a cost of 1 cent for 
sums up to $1 and of 2 cents for sums 
up to $2.50, would be a boon to the pub- 
lie. : 
Postage stamp vending machines are 
used in many European countries with 
good result.

BUSINESSLIKE OFFICES. 

The demand for business methods in 
the county offices is one which will be in- 
dorsed by all citizens not directly inter- 
ested in the division of political spoils. 
There is no reason why employés of the 
county, who receive from the people 
higher wages than are paid for the same 
grade of services in private offices, should 
work shorter hours. The personal pull uf 
one division head shold not give him 
more men than he needs while another 
office is burdened with more work than 
can be attended to, 

These two principles, an honest retur» 
for decent pay and a distribution of sub- 
ordinates according to the needs of each 
office, are no more than any business house 
would live up to if it meant to succeed. 
The county government is the steward of 
the interests of more than 2,000,000 peo- 
ple. The needs of the county are great 
and varied. The county revenues, if 
spent wisely and economically, might be 
sufficient. But if there is extravagance, 
waste, payntent of money for services not 
rendered, the money of the county will fall 
short. The helpless poor, the insane, the 
sick, all suffer when the county funds are 
spent for supernumerary clerks. 

The present county board will render a 
great service to the people if it places 
the county offices on so firm a businesa 
footing that a return to the old system 
will be impossible. The judges of Gook 
‘county, although judges aré not business 
men, appreciate the need of reform, and 
will cooperate. The county has a model 
office building; its methods should be as 
up to date as ite offices.

The name of Lord Shrewabury's wife was 
not Included in the list. She was understood 
to be in the south of France, and no one 
would have dreamed of including her in the 
party, as she had been barred from court 
and to a great extent from society. since her 
marriage, which was preceded by her elope- 
ment from her fifst husband, Alfred Miller 
Mundy, and an extremely. sensational di- 
voree, in which Lord Shrewsbury, who is 
considerably her junior, and who had not at- 
tained hie majority when. she eloped with 
him, figured as co-respondent. 

Since her marriage the countess has fur- 
nished no pretext whatsoever for any disso- 
bution of the tles which bind her to the ear! 
beyond an extremely flery temper and a 
passion for litigation, in which the earl is 
usually the defendant, and which generally 
relates to some alleged neglect on his part

Some years ago she came prominently be- 
fore the public owing to the extraordinary 
action of the lord bishop of Chester, who, 
finding that. she had rented Shavington hall, 
in Cheshire, for the hunting season, and that 
she was 4 regular attendant at the Shaving- 
ton parish church, forbade the vicar of Shav- 
ington to admit her to communion or to ac- 
cept any money from her for the charities 
of his parish.

tervention of the dowager Lady Shrewsbury, 
who induced her daughter-in-law to take 
her departure. :

Lord Shrewsbury has always been much 
liked both at court and in society, and has 
always been the object of a good deal of 
sympathy on the part of his relatives and 
friends, owing to the manner in which his 
life has been more or less marred by his 
boyhood indiscretion, culminating, as it did, 
in his unhappy marriage. 

Besides being the premier earl of England 
he is also the hereditary lord high steward 
and great seneschal of Scotland, and stands 
particularly high in the good will of the royal 
family. 

King Edward probably remembers that 
both he and his immediate predecessors on 


the throne have owed their possession thereof 


argely to the former lords of Shrewsbury. 

For it was the twelfth earl to whom Queen 
Anne on her death bed delivered the staff 
of lord high treasurer of Great Britain and 
with it supreme executive power, and who, 
as soon as ever she breathed her last, availed 
himself thereof to at once proclaim George I. 
king, thereby securing the succession of the 
house of Hanover to the throne and frus- 
trating the projected attempt of the exiled 
family of Stuart to recover the crown. 

It is hardly necessary to state that the 
patronymic of Lords Shrewsbury le Talbot, 
and that Sir John Talbot, the first earl of 
Shrewsbury, was the most famous English 
commander of the reigns of Henry V. and 
Henry . VI. 

He figures largely in Shakspeare’s dramas 
of those reigns, and is described by him as 
that great Alcides of the fleld ; was pris- 
oner for a time of the Maid of Orleans, and 
subsequently played a leading part in con- 
signing her to the flames at Rouen, a fact 
which is still remembered to such an extent 
by Frenchmen of the aristocracy that both 
the present Lord Shrewsbury and his kins- 
man, Gen. Sir Reginald Talbot, have been 
blackballed at some of the clubs at Paris af- 
fected by the old aristocracy for no other rea- 
gon than that they bore the names and were 
understood to be descendants of the Sir John 
Talbot, Lord Shrewsbury, who burned the 
Maid of Orleans, 
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The sixth earl of Shrewsbury, who was the 
jailer of Mary Queen of Scots and presided 
at her trial and execution, may be said 
to have been revenged by his wife, the fa- 
mous Bess of Hardwicke,’ who avowed- 
ly devoted her existence to making his life 
unbearable. 

The eleventh earl of Shrewsbury was killed 
in a duel at Cliveden, on the Thames, now 
owned by William Waldorf Astor. His ad- 
versary was George Villiers, second duke of 
Buckingham, the lover of his wife. 

She was present at the encounter in the 
guise of a page, holding the duke’s horse, 

nd ig condemned to eternal infamy in 

ope’s lines beginning: 
“ Cliveden’s proud alcove, - 
The bower of wanton Shrewsbury and love.“ 

The seventeenth earl of Shrewsbury, a 
Roman Catholic, died firmly’ convinced that 
he waa the last remaining descendant of the 
Arst earl, and consequently bequeathed 
everything to his kinsman, Lord Edmund 
Howard, stipulating that he should assume 
the name and the arms of Talbot. 

The will was contested by Henry, third 
Earl Talbot, a Protestant, who, after a fa- 
mous lawsuit, succeeded in proving to the 
satisfaction of the committee of privileges 
of the house of lords his descent from a 
younger son of the second earl of Shrews- 
bury, and was thereupon summoned to the 
house of lords as eighteenth earl of Shrews- 
bury and invested with the ownership of all 
the entailed estates, the personal property, 
however, remaining with Lord Edmund Tal- 
bot, who stands next in the line of succession 
to his brother's dukedom,of Norfolk. The 
present Lord Shrewsbury is the twentieth 
earl of his line.

Ingestre hall, where the king has been 
staying, originally belonged to the Chet- 
wynds, and passed from them into the pos- 


session of the Talbots through the marriage, 


of John Talbot, father of the third Lord Tal- 
bot, to the daughter and heiress of John, sec- 
ond Viscount Chetwynd, in 1748. Previous 
to the Chetwynds it had been owned by the 
De Muttons. 

The park, which is bordered by the Trent, 
The gardens comprise some 
twenty acres, and the house, which was 
burned down some forty years ago, has been 
rebuilt in Jacobean style, and with ite dome, 
turrets, and ornamental bays isa 
building. 

The ancestral home, however, of the lords 
of Shrewsbury is Alton towers, also in Staf- 
fordshire.

Neville, Lord Furnivall, in whose family it 
had been since the conquest, and all the 
twenty earls of Shrewsbury since the reign 
of Henry V. have made their home 
there save the present peer, abandons it

dieval times; the remainder treats espe- 
clally of the origin of dramatic music, opera 
and oratorio. The last five treat particularly 
of Handel and Bach, Haydn, Gitick, Mozart, 
Beethoven, and Schubert. Time is a merci- 
less critic, says Prof. Paine, and sifts the 
chaff from the Wheat. Handel's forty operas 
are forgotten, and more than half his orato- 
rios are rarely performed. Out of Haydn's 125 
symphonies only a dozen or so are now heard 
in concerts.. Not a third of Mozart's works 
can be said fo live. Beethoven alone has 


stood the test of time; Schubert's 100 works 


share the common lot; the greater part of 
them are interesting only as the product of a 
genius who wrote too much in his short life- 


time. And yet within a few short years he 


created masterpieces which will never grow 
old, but alwaye will live among the noblest 
works of art, and bloom in coming ages with 
perennial youth.“ 


An interesting book is THE SANITARY 
EVOLUTION OF LONDON,” by Henry Dep- 
son (A. Wessels company). The story of the 
insanitary condition of the world’s largest 
city for so many years and the consequences 
of it may well stand as an awful warning 
to other fast growing cities. And yet the 
whole story shows to advantage the English 
genius for fundamental processes of evolu- 
tion, only give the people time enough to get 
gradually wakened up to the necessities of 
the situation. Nothing could be more com- 
plicated or less logical than were the condi- 
tions of municipal government there, until 
“the curtain began to be slowly raised on 
the appalling drama of human life in Lon- 
don, and dimly to be revealed the circum- 
stances in which the great masses of the 
working classes in the great metropolis lived, 
moved, and came to the inevitable end.“ 

As the author says, it seems now so obvious 
a fact that one marvels that it did not at all 
times secure recognition. 

To reduce to order the chaotic variety of 
" governments’ in London—including that 
curloug square mile at the center of it known 
as the City of London’’’—#o that all the 
obvious conditions making for the health and 
general well being of the fast growing mil- 
Hons of the people might be duly cared for 
was, and still is, a big and exigent proposi- 
tion. This book, with ite more than 400 
pages, is a remarkably intelligent and thor- 
ough presentation of the whole matter. It is 
well fitted to constitute a text book for stu- 
dents of civic conditions everywhere. 
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One of the most attractive of the children’s 
books this year is the Peter Newell edition 
of “ FAVORITE FAIRY TALES,“ published 
by Harper & Bros. The manner of selection 
of the stories which have been included, 
Peter Newell's inimitable illustrations, and 
the exquisite daintiness which distinguishes 
the volume in every detail, result in an ideal 
gift for careful children. In the first place, 
the stories are the childhood choice of rep- 
resentative men and women. University 
presidents and professors, men and women of 
letters and distinguished’ reputation have 
all contributed opinions formed on precious 
memories of their own nursery days. Jack 
the Giant Killer takes first place in the se- 
ries; second comes Cinderella, gaining addi- 
ticnal interest from the fact that it is the 
favorite of the Hon. Grover Cleveland’s 
children. In turn, delightfully various, come 
all the other dear old stories which adults 
of the present generation learned at their 
parents’ knee, in the days when long even- 
ings at home were the fashion, and literature 
for children was less abundant than at the 
present day. 


Howard Pyle’s diverse talents are exploited 
simultaneously by two different publishing 
houses this season. In James Branch Ca- 
dell's volume of short stories entitled GAL. 
LANTRT (Harper & Bros.), this versatile 
genius appears as illustrator only, acding 
pictorial associations to the impression of 
high life in George II.’s reign which the 
reader gains from highly artificial warra- 
tive of love and in e. 

In THE STORY OF LAUNCELOT AND 
HIS COMPANIONS” (Charlies Scribner's 
Sons) all credit belongs to the artist-author, 
for he has wrought both text and drawings 
in the book. In this third volunfe of his 
series dealing with King Arthur of Britain 
and his knights, as in his other legendary 
tales of English history, he has given to 
romance and to knightly prowess a personal 
charm of quaintness and poetic faney. The 
exquisite English of the book, the imagina- 
tive drawings, and the nature of its sub- 
ject matter make it a truly worthy gift for 
young or old.
